I  would  hope  that  optimism  is  still  with  us  -  optimism  to 
brighten  a  dull  day  or  to  enhance  monotony.   I  would  hope  that  good -will  is 
still  with  us  for  this  makes  our  relationships  with  our  fellows  more  pleasant 
and  more  positive  and  helps  to  turn  the  wheels  of  existence  more  smoothly. 
Finally,   I  would  hope  that  success  is  still  with  us  -  the  success  that  springs 
from  the  knowledge  that  we  have  given  of  our  best  and  have  not  been  found 
wanting.   I  have  mentioned  but  a  few  of  the  things  of  the  spirit.  You  will  be  able 
to  add  others  of  your  own. 

I  hope,  as  you  read  this  page,  that  either  you  look  forward  to  success  in  teach- 
ing or  are  able  to  contemplate  a  success  that  is  already  under  way.   That  it  has 
been  said  so  often  in  no  way  diminishes  the  fact  that  the  girls  and  boys  of  this 
Province  hold  the  future  -  yours  and  mine  -  in  their  hands  and  yoar  responsibil- 
ities as  a  teacher  still  demand  the  best  that  you  can  offer  as  they  always  have.

Thoreau  is  suggesting  that  great  art  is  not  limited  to  painting,  music,   sculpture 
and  literature,  but  is  also  found  in  the  skill  of  living.  We  think  of  such  people 
as  St.   Francis  of  Assisi,  Gandhi  or  Albert  Schweitzer  who,  by  the  nobility  of 
their  lives,   influenced  others.  We  should  not  overlook  the  "artists"  whom  we 
meet  in  our  own  daily  lives. 

Everyone  has  known  persons,  strangers  as  well  as  relatives  and  friends,  who 
change  the  "quality  of  the  day"  by  their  presence.   Somehow,   they  provide  a  glow 
which  alleviates  the  depression  of  an  illness,  loss  or  tragedy,  and  give  us  a  new 
perspective  when  we  need  it  most.   Such  "artists"  release  the  hidden  resources 
which  distinguish  man  from  his  animal  inheritance  to  give  a  glimpse  of  what 
life  might  be.   They  instill  hope  where  there  was  none,  light  in  the  darkness, 
and  courage  to  replace  cowardice. 

Similarly,  good  teachers  perform  a  miracle  by  transforming  routine  problems 
into  challenges  which  entice  the  learner's  continued  effort.  With  such  encour- 
agement and  understanding,   the  child  struggles  until  a  new  skill,   insight  or 
perspective  is  achieved.   This  changing  self-concept  is  the  basic  core  of  learn- 
ing.  The  bright  irrepressible  smile  which  accompanies  success  is  one  of  the 
most  satisfying  rewards  to  the  artist  teacher.  New  methodologies  and  approaches 
to  learning  should  free  the  teacher  so  he  may  take  this  role  in  the  educational 
partnership  more  easily  than  in  the  past. 

As  you  begin  your  professional  career,  may  you  develop  skill  in  the  greatest 
of  arts  and  "affect  the  quality  of  the  day"  for  those  children  entrusted  to  you.

As  each  year  passes,  and  we  have  to  say  farewell  to  the  Graduates,  two  things 
we  try  to  include:  some  word  of  appreciation  to  all  teachers,  and  some  assurance 
that  this  group  of  graduates  will  assume  their  responsibility  gladly,  capably  and 
successfully.

The  too- 
conservative  have  remained  unmoved. 


The  authors  of  Living  and  Learning  have  stated  that  good  teachers  have  been 
doing  all  that  has  been  suggested  in  the  book,   but  in  varying  degrees. 

We  have  every  confidence  that  you  will  be  able  to  steer  a  middle-of-the-road 
between  the  over-severe  classroom  atmosphere,  and  the  chaos  that  can  result 
when  children  are  given  no  guidelines,  no  direction,  and  no  teaching. 

Our  best  wishes  go  with  you  as  you  meet  this  challenge.

We  all  long  for  the  summer  sun.  To  us 
it  means  vacation  time  but  to  Vic  Fath- 
ers, a  Windsor  Teachers'  College  Mas- 
ter now  teaching  in  Ghana,  vacation 
time  is  announced  by  heavy  rains.  Last 
year's  rainy  season  sent  us  a  rainbow: 

An  hour  after  Mr.  Fathers  was  intro- 
duced, the  student  body  had  a  greater 
awareness  of  the  small  African  nation 
and  many  were  asking  for  information 
about  teaching  abroad  with  the  Canadian  Overseas  Development  Agency.  No  one 
seemed  to  be  deterred  by  the  fact  that  the  "mosquito  proof"  home  provided  by 
the  Ghanaian  government  was  bare  and  lacked  glass  in  the  windows;  that  the 
food  was  hardly  Canadian  fare  (dry  milk  and  corn  flakes  lined  the  larder);  that 
it  wasn't  safe  to  go  out  after  dark  because  of  snakes;  that  the  jungle  would  soon 
grow  over  the  house  if  not  cut  back  often;  that  the  Master  wasn't  allowed  to  sit 
down  while  in  the  classroom  (six  month's  pay  is  the  penalty);  or,  that  witch 
doctors  still  made  their  rounds  when  in  need  of  a  head.

Naturally,  there  are  some  compensations.     There  are  no  meals  to  cook,  no  car  to 
wash  and  no  house  to  clean.    He  had  a  houseboy  who  would  be  deprived  of  the  right 
to  make  a  living  should  he  care  for  himself.     The  golf  course,   some  miles  away, 
is  challenging;  the  native  ladies,  delightful;  the  Opal  Kadett,  dependable;  the 
students,  a  joy,  eager  to  learn;  the  travel,  great;  and,  he  still  had  his  head. 

In  April  of  1968,  Mr.   Fathers  was  approached  to  teach  at  St.  Mary's  Training 
School,   six  miles  out  of  the  town  of  Tokoradi,  Ghana.   Along  with  his  thirteen 
associates,  he  has  been  training  210  male  students  involved  in  the  four  year 
program  for  prospective  teachers.  In  one  of  the  six  classrooms  cut  out  of  the 
jungle  he  teaches  our  equivalent  of  grades  seven  to  ten  English. 

We  owe  a  debt  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Fathers  for  sharing  his  first  year's  experiences 
with  us  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the  second  year  will  be  as  satisfying,  as  reward- 
ing, as  the  first.

At  the  foot  of  Bay  Street  in  Toronto,  it  is 
possible  to  catch  a  ferry  that  will  introduce  you 
to  an  entirely  different  way  of  education.  A  short 
ride  across  the  restless  waves  of  Lake  Ontario  takes 
you  to  "Toronto  Science  Island"  -  the  home  of  an 
airport,  three  yacht  clubs,   a  farm,  hundreds  of 
acres  of  park  land  and  a  Science  School.  Most  of  the 
population    of  this  island  and  Science  School  are 
located  on  Ward's  Island  and  Algonquin  Island. 

It  is  at  this  science  School  that  a  unique 
form  of  science  education  is  experienced  by  two 
hundred  grade  six  classes  each  year  from  the  Toronto 
area.  Student  teachers  from  colleges  throughout  Ontario 
are  given  an  opportunity  to  live  this  experience  with 
these  children  as  they    receive  help  in  counselling,  class 
control  and  disciplining  pupils  on  a  field  trip.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  estimate  how  much  information 
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Toronto 
Science 
Island 


about  nature  is  actually  absorbed  by  the  pupils  during  their  one  week  stay.  Since  most 
teaching  is  done  out-of-doors,  much  depends  upon  the  weather  you  find  when  you  rise 
at  7:30  a.m.  Activities  are  planned  according  to  the  weather  and  include  map  and 
compass  reading,  a  trip  to  the  island  farm,   rock  and  mineral  studies,  weather  and 
conservation  studies.   A  tour  of  the  local  water  filtration  plant  also  provides  a  valuable 
learning  experience  for  the  students. 

From  7:30  a.m.  until  "lights  out"  at  8:30  p.m.  the  students  seldom  find  themselves 
inactive.  There  are  two  morning  activity  classes  (each  one  hour  in  length),  lunch, 
two  afternoon  periods,  study  or  recapitulation,  dinner,  an  evening  get-together, 
snack,   showers  and  then  time  for  bed.  A  warm  inviting  common  room  is  the  setting  for 
the  evening  programme.

CHRISTMAS 
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INVOLVEMENT? 

The  letter  reproduced  on  this  page  is  a  portion  of  a  greeting  forwarded, 
on  December  2,   1969,  to  the  Editor  of  the  Magister.  The  author  of  the 
letter  is  a  1969  graduate  of  Teachers'  College,  Windsor.  Mr.  Brough- 
ton  signed  a  contract  with  the  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  to  practice 
his  profession  in  Canada's  Northland  and  was  posted  to  Fort  Alexander 
in  Manitoba  where  he  is  presently  teaching. 

Fort  Alexander,  Manitoba, 
December  2,   1969. 

I  can  picture  20  eager  faces,  the  faces  of  my  Indian  students.  They 
are  eager  to  learn,  to  play,  to  help.  Most  are  exuberant  in  both  work 
and  play. 

They  range  in  age  from  six  to  ten.  They  are  not  all  fashion-plates 
either,  but  even  little  Marlene,  dirty  dress  and  worn-out  sneakers, 
would  warm  your  heart.  Some  are  shy  while  others  are  quite  open  and 
clowning.  Their  favourite  occupation  is  drawing  or  writing.  Numbers 
come  harder  but  they  drill  each  other  with  little  or  no  help  from 
"Teacher". 

My  Grade  2's  would  hardly  compare  with  most  in  Windsor.  Seasonal 
labor,  summer  and  fall,  steals  valuable  time  from  learning  facts. 
However,  they  are  learning  life.  Their  hope  lies  in  a  modified  con- 
tinuous progress  programme.  Hall-Dennis  is  very  "in"  out  here. 
Most  people  attend  regularly  but  two  in  my  class  have  less  than  five 
days  of  a  possible  fifty.  Six  missed  more  than  fourteen  of  seventeen 
days  this  month. 

Despite  all  difficulties,  I'll  keep  my  Indian  children.  My  heart  goes 
out  to  them  as,  noses  scrunched  up,  they  ponder  the  next  problem 
"Teacher"  comes  up  with,  whether  it  is  how  to  run  the  record  player 
or  to  add  nine  to  six.  I'm  proud  of  them  and  they  look  up  to  me.  How 
satisfied  can  one  be?  I  say  "very" ! 

Good  luck  from  Grade  Two  at  Fort  Alexander,  and  from  their  "Teach- 
er", Mr.  Broughton.
